UUSTLY LESSON 
FOR WATCH TRUST 


American CombineLearns Some- 
thing About Tariff Reform, 


Special Cable. 

London, July 20.—Never has a more 
amusing situation been created by the 
artificial operation of tariff than that 
which faces the American watch trust. 
That combination of manufacturers is 
able, owing to the high duty, to sell 
dear at home; but in free trade mar- 
kets, where competition has to be faced, 
its prices are reduced very much below 
those of the American price-list. The 
marked difference suggested to Mr. 
Charles A. Keene a promising opening 
for trade. He bought the ‘American 
watches here at the English price, ship- 
ped them back to America, where they 
passed in duty-free as American made, 
and proceeded to undersell the trust on 
its own ground with its own goods. This 
has been going on for four years,.Now 
the trust is endeavoring to stop. the 


trade. It has issued a circular to its cus- 


tomers, in which it says: 

We’ would inform you that we have 
been troubled with certain factors. and 
individuals seeking to obtain our 
watches to whom wedo not care to sell 
direct or to have obtain our Keystone- 
Eigin watches indirectly, and we now 
make a point of asking our customers 
to write us over their signature to the 
effect that any watches which they may 
want and order of us are wanted for‘ 
their own stock, and-will be sold in the 
legitimate course of trade to retail 
shopkeepers and no one else, and not 
sold at a greater discount, rebate, draw- 
back, or anything of the kind exceeding 
21-2 per cent.. from our catalogue 
prices, and that only for cash. We want 
it further agreed that the watches will 


not be traded off by you for other goods

FRENCH SOCIETY 


MUCH CRANLED 


A LL TTT 


Many American Customs Are, 
Slowly Being Adopted, 


American Influence Is Affecting the 
French Family Life—The Chap- 
eron Is Now Far Less in 
Evidence Than She 
Formerly Was. 


Special Cable. 

Paris, July 20.—The excitements of 
southern politics must not cause us 
to forget that there is such a thing as 
a Paris season. Kk is on its last legs, 
but it is dying gamely. The sun has 
taken very little part in the fete—even 
in its own fete yesterday—but that has 
not prevented the season from being a 
success. It is the Americans who make 
the season nowadays, and, being a de- 
termined race, they neve allow the 
weather to interfere. The constant and 


,increasing influx of citizens of the great 


republic into Paris is having unexpected 
results. The Parisians are becoming 
Americanized, after declaring, any 
time this last twenty years or 
so, that French customs were quite 
good enough for them. I am not speak- 
ing of the Americanizgation of hotels and 
restaurants: that was bound to come 
and is a mere affair of commerce, of 
supply and demand. Because a Bos- 
tonian can eat broad beans and bacon 
or a Chicagoan nibble sweet corn at a 
Paris table is no proof that trans- 
atlantic customs are becoming implant- 
ed in the country; it simply proves that 
American dollars are finding their way 
into Freneh pockets. But it is differ- 
ent when one considers the influence 
that American social custom sare hav- 
ing upon French family life. It was 
time the windows were opened and that 
a little fresh air came in. The air has 
traveled from across the Atlantic, with 
side breezes from the channel. The 
principal development concerns the 
‘jeune fille.’”’ 
The Passing Chaperon. 

The old days are passing—slowly, but 
still passing—when the young person of 
good family was never seen abroad save 
in the company of her mother or of the 
“bonne.” It is still not the custom for 
unmarrieg girls to go alone in,the street 
—the Paris “agent’’ would be considera- 
bly astonished if the unprotected female 
complained of annoyance in such cir- 
cumstances; at the same time chaperon- 
age is less in evidence than aforetime. 
Girls of an age will often accompany 
each other in the streets, especially if 
they are students of the same class, or 
the official cicerone will be some one 
younger, a little more instructed and 
entertaining than the village - ‘‘bonne.’’ 
Of course, the day is not yet when the 
young girl can travel alone on the rail- 
way, though I have observed that a 
great number of French boys of tender 
age are sent by their parents on quite 
long journeys, Which is a new sign or, 
the times. Neither would the young girl 
go to the length of inviting friends to 
the house who were unknown to her par- 
ents. The idea of having a separate 
visiting list from her mother would 
never enter the head of a French “jeune 
fille.’ Still, there is a great emancipa- 
tion from the old convent-bred notions. 
French girls will, nowadays, invite to 
‘“‘soirees dansantes’’ agreeable and well- 
mannered young men whom they have 
met at other houses. These young men, 
or their families, will, however, be well 
known to the girl’s parents. This is a 
modification of the American system 
which may be said to have its ad- 
vantages. Arising from this custom is 
the increasing tendency of the young 
girl to choose her own partner in life; 
the parents, unless they are very 
bigoted in the old paths, are more and 
more inclined to consult tne wishes of 
the person most interested. The day 
will not be long in dawning when the 
‘‘made” marriage will be the exception. 

Americanization, or what the French 
are pleaseq to call by that name, goes 
farther. The custom is growing up in 
society of giving evening receptions at 
hired halls. It enabtes one to invite 
so many more at one time and avoids 
the upset involved in giving entertain- 
ments in a private house. A dance, too, 
is very often given in this manner. There 
has been another innovation during this 
season. A number of young persons 
have grouped together to give a dance— 
in some eases a company of young bach- 
elors, in another a tennis club of mixed 
membership or an amatev¥r musical so-

ciety. Balls of this kind are common 
enough tn England; here, they mark the 
frontier line of social daring.

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The Expedition Will

ONDON, fuly 20.—William Le 
t Quevsy“Whose novels and other 
works are known to most people, 
has 2.41 insatiable appetite for adventures 
and experiences that can be turned to 
Though he writes 
fiction mostly, it is ficthbon founded on 
real life. In search of material he has 
traveled far and roughed it in all sorts 
of risky places. Still he clamors ‘for 
fresh material—something that no other 
fellow has yet got hold of. 

There is just one country in this effete, 
old HBurope, it seems, where practically 
untapped material may be gathered. 
That is Lapland. Much of it is still terra 
‘incognita to civilized man. No one has 
yet succeeded in journeying clear across 
it. Phalses of life and local color may be 
found there that no literary man has yet 
worked up. 

It is that he may be the first of the 
@ecribes to traverse this virgin field that 
Mr. Le Queux has planned in conjunc- 
tion with Harry de Windt, the explorer, 
the expedition across Lapland of which 
you have doubtless heard something in 
America. 

Du Chaillu, the intrepid Frenchman, 
tried to cross it some twenty years ago, 
but found the obstacles too great for 
him and had to turn back before he 
had got half way across. Baron de 
Toll attempted to explore part of Lap- 
land—the Tinea peninsula—but he and 
his party got lost and were no more 
heard of. 

Protected by arctic cold and terrible 
snow storms during its long winter, and 
by bogs, swamps and mosquitoes during 
its short summer, Lapland remains un- 
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HOW THEY WILL TRAVEL 


conquered. That means there is glory 
to be won in that frigid northern land. 
And de Windt and Le Queux are going 
‘to make a big effort to capture the lau- 
reis. They are a good team. De Windt, 
of course, is well known in America. 
His fame as an explorer was first es- 
tablished some years ago by his great 
overland journey from Paris to New 
York when he crossed Bering straits on 
the ice. At the Hotel Cecil yesterday 
Mr. Le Queux gave me some interesting 
details of the «projected expedition. 
No Pleasure Jaunt. 

“It is no pleasure jaunt we are going 
on,’ he said, “and we are making our 
plans with the utmost care. 
thing goes wrong we may find ourselves 
in a very bad fix, and if everything goes 
well we shall still have to put up with 
what most folk would regard as great 
hardships.” 

“What constitutes the attractions Of 
such a journey for you?’ I asked, men- 
tally contrasting the luxurtes 
hotel with the bleak snowclad wastes 
of Lapland. 

“To get at facts nobody has yet got 
hold of,” Mr. Le Queux answered. ‘| 
have a passion for facts, Writing books 
and stories is only half my life. The 
best half of it—that which brings me 
most enjoyment—is the search for ma- 
terial.’ 

“When do you start?’ 

“In the course of a couple of weeks 
or so, De Windt and I will leave for 
Hammerfest, the most northerly town 
in the world, by the way, to make pre- 
liminary arrangements with the Lapps 
for reindeer, sleds, etc. Summer is the 
season to catch them on the coast, but 
in the winter they betake themselves to

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the interior. It is in the winter we shall 
make our attempt.” 

“Why the winter in preference to the 
summer?” ] asked. 

“Because travel in the interior is prac- 
tically impossible in the summer,” re- 
plied Mr. Le Queux. “The Lapland sum- 
mer, though short, is comparatively 
warm. The hard frozen surface gives 
way to mud and slush. Swamps and 
morasses abound. Sleds can’t be used. 
And the mosquitoes become a veritabie 
plague. df Lapland is to be crossed it 
can be done only in winter.” 

“It will be cold work.” 

‘Rather,’ said Mr. LeQueux, with a 
shrug—‘‘something ‘between !8 and 45 
degrees below zero most of the time l 
exipect. But we shall be able to stand 
the cold all right. Mr. De Windt has 
survived a temperature of 75 degrees be- 
low zero, and when traveling in Siberia 
I have got along without experiencing 
any great discomfort when it was 45 
below zero. 

“After making arrangements with tné 
Lapps at Hammerfest we shall return 
to England and the expedition proper will 
start about the middie of November. 
The journey throughout will be done by 
reindeer sleds. We shall have eighteen 
of them, each drawn by six reindeer, 
Altogether we shall use between 1,200 
and 1,500 of them. We Shall take a six 
months’ stock of provisions with us, and 
fuel too, for the same period, as none 
is otainable in the country. 

“In addition to our Lapp attendants 
we shall have with us a mineralogist, a 
photographer and two friends who will 


| go along for the fun of the thing.” 


“One result of the expedition, I sup- 
pose, will be a book.” 

“Of course, and a very interesting 
book it ought to make, for of the remote 
Laplanders—their manners, customs, 
modes of life, etce.—very little is known. 
3ut there are other objects in view be- 
sides the production of a book. One, 
which may prove to be of great practical 
importance, is to ascertain whether the

A few weeks after we start 
we shall find ourselves in the arctic 
night and shall probably have to lay up 
for six weeks until the sun makes ts 
appearance above the horizon again and 
gives us a little Hght, or the aurora 
borealis supplies sufficient illumination 
to enable ws to make headway. We have 
a stiff job before us; we are going 
where white men have never been be- 
fore, we don’t know just what difficui- 
ties ang dangers we may encounter, but 
I am looking forward to the prospect 
with huge delight, and so is De Windt.” 


He Resembles Rudyard Kipling. 


Short, of moderate build, dark, with 
a thick brown, almost black moustache, 
strongly marked eyebrows, Mr. Le 
Queux bears some physical likeness to 
Rudyard Kipling. The resemblance, 
however, is only superficial, for his com- 
plexion is olive, not mahogany, while 
the glance of his eager brown eyes has 
none of the intensity of Kipling’s gaze. 
But like Kipling he gets his inspiration 
from rea] life. He believes in seeing 
things he writes about. The marvel 
is that he has been able to do and see 
sO much and at the same time write so 
much. ‘“‘The ordinary reader,’ he says, 
“who imagines that I simply sit down 
and write my stories as ‘hard as 1 can, 
and think they cost me no effort, would 
be surprised if he knew the years of 
toil and patience I have gone through 
and the dangers I have encountered in 
getting together the material which 1 
use in my novels.”’ 

His last search for material, from 
which he has just returned, carried him 
to Macedonia and northern Albania. He 
was the first Englishman to visit the 
brigand tribe of the Skreli who live in 
“The accursed mountains’ north. of 
Macedonia. He is an uncommonly in- 
teresting man, and has had an uncom- 
monly interesting career. Born in Lon- 
don forty-three years ago of a Irench 
father ang an English moth@, a nomaa 
by birth and education, he has been a 
wanderer all his life. He is a true cos- 
mopolitan. 

“My youth,” he told me, “commenced 
in Paris, where I became one of a crowd 
of merry, easy-going students of the 
Quartier Latin. I tried art, but fafled 
ignominiously. I preferred to play stu- 
dents’ pranks to studying, and at I/ast, 
by reason of my youthful buoyancy get- 
ting the better of me, my father—my 
dear mother was dead—cast me off as 
utterly incorrigible. I was a ne’er-do- 
well, he declared, and so I became one 
of the flotsam and jetsam of student 
life in Paris. My father’s treatment of 
me preyed upon my mind, until at last 
I threw everything to the winds, and 
without saying goodby to a soul, and 
with only a few francs 
I set out before dawn one summer's 
morning to tramp that long dusty higth- 
way to Lyons,”

road. Then he entered the service of a 
firm of silk manufacturers as clerk. 
Quickly tiring of such-a humdrum occu- 
pation, he knocked about for another 
year, experiencing all sorts of strange 
ups and downs, but generally ‘‘downs.”

He visited Tunis and KMgypt, 
Norway, Sweden, Poland ang Italy in 
succession, 

“Ten years or so of my life,” he totd 
me, “I thus devoted to obtaining the 
knowledge which Zola declared was néec- 
essary for me if I ever intended to suc- 
ceed in fiction. ‘It is useless, my dear 
Le Queux, to imagine your scenes and 
ckaracters. You must be personally ac- 
quainted with them if you mean to suc- 
ceed,’ were the words he uttered one 
wintry afternoon while he and | were 
strolling together in the gardens of the 
Luxembourg. So I traveled Europe 
from end to end, always in search of 
weird facts and materials for my books.”

London, July 20.—Arthur Albert Steer 
is jlegally dead, but physically he is 
alive and well. The story of his- dis- 
appearance and reappearance is a 
strange one, and it would be difficult to 
parallel the long chain of coincidences 
which the facts of the case present. 

Steer is a man of about fifty-five years 
of age, and had lived for many years 
at Bickley, where he had brought up a 
family of eight children. A few years 
ago he left his home and lived a wan- 
dering sort of life, turning up at inter- 
vals at Bickley to see his children. His 
last visit in this way was about the sec- 
ond week in March last. After that

Convinced of the phys- 
ical evils resulting from thus exposing 
the head, the council passed an 
ordinance prohibiting the practice un- 
der penalty of a fine of | crown (20 
cents), the money to go to charity. But 
the citizens wouldn’t stand for any 
such rulings, and it was found im- 
possible to enforce the ordinance. But, 
now that a personage of the great so- 
cial eminence of Count Harrach has 
taken the matter up, the result may 
be different. 

For Count Johann von Harrach von 
Bohrau und Thannhausen is a gentle- 


man of the highest social importance. 
iTo begin with, the Harrachs have 
their place in the second division of 
the venerated Almanach de Gotha, 
among the mediatised princely families 
who were one time reigning houses. 
The Harrachs belong to the ancient 
feudal aristocracy of Bohemia, and can 
trace their ancestry back in unbroken 
line, to 1289. In 18524 they became 
barons of Rohrau in lower Austria, 
‘and later were raised to the dignity 
of counts, not only of Austria, but 
also of the holy Roman empire. In 
1552 the head of the family was ap- 
pointed hereditary grand master of 
the imperial stables, a dignity which 
the present count now holds. Count 
Johann was born in !828, and has been 
twice married—first to a Princess Lob- 
kowitz and secondly to Princess Marie 
Therese Thurn and Taxis, who has the 
singular distinction of being imperial 
mistress of the robes to the emperor. 
She attends his majesty at ail court 
functions, and makes the presentations 
of the ladies who are introduced at 
court. Count Harrach is a Knight of 
the Golden Fleece, and of the Sover- 
eign Order of Malta.

WHAT ALCOHOL 
DUES TO BRAIN 


‘Interesting Report On Patients 
| In French Insane Asylums 


Alcohol Drives Women Insane Be- 
tween 50 and 60, and Men 10 
Years Earlier—Absinthe Not 
so Dangerous as Some 
Other Liquors. 


Paris, July 20.—The department of the 
interior has just published the report 
of an inquiry which M. Clemenceau or- 
|dered for the purpose of estdblishing 
the connection between alcoholism and 


nificent castle at Prugg on the Hun- 
garian frontier, and ae palace in 
Vienna. 
which separates Austria from Hungary 
and incidentally runs through the Har- 
rach domain.

advocate temperance without even de- 
Siring total abstinence) had caused them 
to imagine. Almost exactly 3,000 men 
and women became insane wholly be- 
cause of alcoholism; with 3,285 alcohol- 
ism developed with degeneration and de- 
bidity, and in 3,639 cases alcoho] was 
Only one of the causes, 

| The committee of inquiry has drawn 
up a table showing the ages at which 
alcoholism brings on insanity, and it 
proves that whilst with women the 
most dangerous age is between 50 and 
60, with men it i0 years earlier, 
more than a fifth of the male vicitms 
|of alcoholism becoming insane between 
ithe ages of 40 and 50.

‘Most students of the question, even 
most intelligent Frenchmen, will prob- 
ably be surprised to see that absinthe 
is the cause of many fewer cases of 
insanity than the mysteriously com- 
posed jiquors which go under the col- 
lective heading of aperitifs. Hitherto 
‘it was always understood that one of 
the chief reasons for agitating for the 
prohibition of absinthe was contained In 
the number of those who became insane 
through drinking it, but altogether ab- 
Sinthe is less than half as dangerous 
in this way than aperitifs, considerably 
less dangerous than wine. The aperitif, 
.Wwhich is often laughed at and often 
i'quarreled with as the cause of many 
'stomachic complaints, but of no worse 
ills, is put down as the cause of 3,345 
| cass of insanity (1,294 females), brandy 
‘is put down as the cause of 2,631 cases 
(720 females): wine, !|,755, and absinthe 
1.537 (165 females). 

| As it is, the report points to only 
' two alcoholic drinks less noxious than 
'the maligned ‘‘green Muse’ beer and 
‘cider, but no one will suggest that the 
‘inferences of this table should be fol- 
\lowed. No doubt there are special causes 
‘why the figures stand as they do—the 
| more common use of wine, for example 
'—but {it would be. dangerous to draw

If 
your boy needs to be built up pnysically, 
this may be the very place you are 
loo*ing for. 

Every boy who comes here must work. 
| I believe that every boy from the begin- 
ning of his educational career should be 
trained in the atmosphere of hard, exact- 
(ing, honest toil. I know no kind of train- 

ing for the development of the human 
| brain equal to that which reaches every 
‘muscle in the human body... We are 
firding out in recent years that gray 
matter exists elsewhere in the body be- 
sides in the brain. So we have here ath- 
letic exercises that require hard work, 
'military exercises that require hard 
work, exercises in the mining and agrl- 
cultural Cepartments that require hard 
work, all of our business and academic 
courses require hard work. 

One other thing we wish to stress in 
this institution. We require every boy 
who comes here to be obedient and re- 
'spectful. to those who are ‘placed in au- 
thority over him. No boy can stay here 
'who is not obedient. The discipline here 
is military from start to finish. The 
| men who have attended thig institution, 
‘| from its foundation in 1872, now testify, 
to a man. that their training in prompt- 
ness, in attention to duty, when under 
orders here, has been the secret of their 
suecess in life. The young people who 
get this trainings do not expect to be, 
soldiers, but they do expect to be effi- 
cient and resourceful in after life. 

All of our students here live in dornil- 
tories in charge of military officers and 
members of the faculty. Our boys cut 
their own wood, make their own fires, 
‘make their beds and keep their rooms 
in order. A boy's entire conduct here 18 
' subject to daily inspection, and he must 


‘give an account of himsetf every hour of 
ithe day. 

| Now then, if you think a place like 
this will suit your boy, we wil) be glad 
to have him. We do not take boys under 
fourteen years of age. If you would like 
‘to place your boy where he can have 
plain living and high thinking, where 
he must work hard and be obedient. to 
rightful authority, where he will nave 
‘daily exercises that will develop his body 
as well as his mind and heart, and where 
everything is planned to result in the 
| good conduct of the boy this is the very 
place you are looking for. :

This showing {3 not particularly con- 
vincing, but, on the other hand, cases 
of absolute failure are rare, and as ‘far 
as the patients are concerned, it must 
be remembered that most of the cases 
are at such an advanced stage that 
they have been refused operation by 
competent hospital surgeons before they 
came under the Evans’ treatment.

It seems, however, that since they 
have become such public characters and 
their work has been so widely watched 
and commented upon they have made 
some effort to choose the more hopeful 
cases, and in some instances lately they 
have refused to attempt to treat certain 
patently hepeiess cases,

Sometimes it is a wooden lid, heavy, 
cumbrous, hard to raise; at other times 
it is a lid of laths, for ornament more 
| than for use. In England, on the other 
hand, the constitution is an organic 
member of the body politic and social 
'of this nation. It is a living skin; not

Some Examples. 

This has always been. so,. no matter 
how democratic the constitution of a 
great state was in form. Athenian his- 
tory in the sixth and fifth centuries B. 
C., that is, during its hey-day, comes 
practically back to a few families, who 
then were not unsimilar to the lords in 
England. Such families were the Aice- 
'maeonidae, the Medontidae, the Bu- 
| zZigae, the Lycomidae, the Philaidae, 
etc.; all told some fifty-eight to sixty 
‘families.

The de- 
cline of the political importance of the 
French aristocracy in the first half of 
the eighteenth century {fs a loss of lev- 
erage from which the French has not 
recovered to the present day; just as in 
the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries 
the great Italian republics could never 
get together efficient cavairy and -real 
infantry officers after they had, in the 
preceding centuries, practically exter- 
minated the aristocrats, whose only oc- 
cupation had been war. So Florence, 
and Pisa and the other republics were 
forced to hire mercenaries, and thus to 
court ruin.

‘CHINA MOURNS DEATH 
OF DR YOUNG ALLEN 


At Memorial Services at Moore Memorial Church 
in Shanghai His Work for China Was Re- 
called by Chinese Preachers. 


HANGHAI, June !.—(Special Cor- 
S respondence.)—Several memorial 

services for Dr. Allen have al- 
ready been held, and others will be 
held, for he was loved and honored 
by foreigners and Chinese here in 
China. 

Last Sunday afternoon there was a 
memorial service held in Moore Me- 
morial church, where Dr. Allen had 
often preached and always been heard 
With delight and profit. It rained all 
day, harder in the afternoon than in 
the morning, so that the congregation 
was much smaller than it would have 
been if the weather had been fine. 

Rev. 8z Tsz Kia, one of our oldest 
and most efficient pastors, presided 
over the meeting. He spoke earnestly 
and feelingly of the great loss, which 
not only the Methodist church had 
sustained, but the Christian church in 
China. Not only the Christian church, 
but China herself had lost a_ wise,

faithful, true, loyal friend and adviser. 
Personally, he felt a great loss, for 
Dr. Allen was a wise, loving friend 
to him, with an acquaintance of more 
than thirty years. 

He said that whenever the doctor 
issued a new book he presented him 
with a copy, and he read and studied 
the book with pleasure and profit; 
that he used the teachings in his ser- 
mons, and in that way Dr. Allen was 
preaching to many people who did 
not read his books. He also said that 
What was true of him was true of 
other preachers. They tried to repo- 
duce in sermons the lessons they had 
been taught. While some missionaries 
worked only in one city or in one 
church, Dr. Allen, through his writ- 
ings, was a missionary to an empire, 
not only to one, but to three, China, 
Japan and Korea; not only to these 
three countries, but “wherever there 
are Chinese, for through his writings 
he reached and influenced many. He 
reached emperors, empresses, princes, 
princesses, viceroys, goverrrors, may- 
ors, generals, the literati and the com- 
mon people. He preached to more 
people than any other one missionary. 

Knew Him in Boyhood. 

Rev. Dong hoh san, the pastor at 
College chapel, said that he first knew 
Dr. Allen when he was a boy ten 
years old. Dr. Allen had a school for 
boys, and Brother Dong wag one of 
the first pupils. He was impressed 
with the doctor’s love for children. 
There was a bamboo fence separating 
the school yard from Dr. _ Allen’s 
yard me Any the gate was open and 
the little school boy went to it and 
looked in to see the foreigners play, 
that is, take their constitutional. Dr. 
Allen saw him and invited him into 
the yard and played with him, much 
to his great surprise and delight, for 
he had not been long in the school. 

Dr. Aller was always the kind. na- 
tient, sympathetic teacher, not the 
master clothed in authority, holding 
himself aloof from the pupils. They 
all loved him. Brother Dong _ also 
spoke of the gv:eat work which Dr. 
Allen did with his pen and what an 
influence he had all over China. He 
had been greatly benefited by reading 
and studying his articles in his pe- 
riodicals and also in his books.

Van Tze Moi is. one of Dr. A!I- 
He had known Dr. Al- 
len for only six years. Before he 
knew him he was very ignorant. He 
was in the dark. He went to Dr. Al- 
len five days in the week and in six 
tnonths after he knew him Dr. Allen 
had led him into the light of the Gos- 
pel, and he accepted Christ as his 
Savior. All these six years he had 
been as a learner sitting at the feet 
of a great teacher. He had been led 
from nature’s darkness into the glo- 
rious light and liberty of the Gospel. 
He felt now that he knew something, 
whereas before he Knew nothing. 
Were Very Congenial. 

He said that he and Dr. Allen were 
very congenial and that they held 
many views in common. He could not 
tell of all the benefit he had derived 
from his six years of association and 
labor with Dr. Allen.

Mr. Nyung Pao Loo said that he had 
Known Dr. Allen for more than twenty 
years, and that for many years he had 
been associated with him as a writer. 
He had worked with him on two papers 
and assisted in the preparation of many 
books. He did the writing for “Women 
in All Lands.”’ He told of the help Dr. 
Allen had been to him, and that it was 
through his influence that he was lied 
to accept Christianity. 

Mr, Nyung said thar Dr. Allen was 
as much God's gift to China as Christ 
was His gift to the world. Dr. Allen 
never saw his father. His mother died 
while he was an infant. He never had 
a &rother or a sister. He had the 
means to obtain a good education. Con- 
verted early in (jife, he consecrated him- 
self to God and his service. He felt 
called to come to China, and obeyed 
the call. Before coming he sold his 
property, so that he would have no 
temptation to return to his home land 
He had no father or mother, brothers 
or sisters, to draw him away from 
China. When he came to China the 
country was in its greatest need. 

The civil war made it possible for 
Dr. Allen to enter the government serv- 
ice, where he did such excellent work. 
There he was trained for the great lit- 
erary work which he did in later years. 
He spoke of his peculiar gifts and 
qualifications for the great work he 
did and how assiduously and patiently 
he worked. He was God’s special gift 
to China. He said, also, that while 
to some it seemed strange that Dr. Al- 
len had been so suddenty called away, 
it was that his work was finished, The 
day before he was taken so ill that he 
could work no longer, he finished ‘“‘The 
Review of the Times’ and the “Chris- 
tian Advocate.’’ He had finished all 
the books he had on hand. His work 
was complete. He had finished the work 
that God had given him to do, and God 
took him to himself. He was ready to 
go. The speaker said that his influence 
would live after him; that his books 
and writings would be read and studied 
and that he would still be China’s great 
friend. He thanked God for such a 
igift to China in her great need. His 
'\(Dr. Allen’s) ideas were being more and 
more adopted in China. The new China 
will owe much to Dr. Young J. Allen. 

All were exhorted to try to be faith- 
ful as was Dr. Allen. He worked to 
the very last. 

I have given the ideas of these four 
men, and they show what impression 
the life and labors of Dr. Allen have 
made on the Chinese. I have not the 
time now to write what I want to say 
about him. I do not realize yet that 
he is gone. It is just two weeks since 
we laid him away. God has vouchsafed 
his grace to the family. It is beautiful 
to see how bravely Mrs. Alen has borne 
this great sorrow. She was a help- 
meet for such a man. 


OIL AGAIN FOUND 
IN JEFFERSON 
COUNTY. 


Second Well of Georgia Petro- 

ieum Company Encounters 

Deposit of Petroleum and 
Natural Gas. 


Louisville, Ga., July 20.—It begins 
'to look _like The Georgia Petro- 
‘leum. Company will soon suceeed in de- 
veloping oil in paying quantities in Jef- 
'ferson county. Some weeks since oi] 
‘was found at a depth of about eight 
hundred feet in the first well which 
this company started to drill the first 
part of the year, but owing to the fact 
that a tremendous rock pressure was 
also encountered at that point, it was 
found to be impossible to complete that 
well with the drilling tools then in use. 
It was decided, therefore, py the com- 
pany to secure a carload of drilling 
tools, such as are used in the Texas 
oil fields, and start another well. This 
was done, with resuly that the well is 
practically completed to the same depth 
reached in the first well, and there is 
today a splendid showing of crude pe- 
troleum coming from this well, accom- 
panied by considerable natural gas and 
the same enormous rock pressure. 

The oil men in charge of the work of 
drilling this well, whv have had many 
years’ experience in the oll fields of Tex- 
as and the north, feel very sanguine 
over the outlook for encountering an 
enormous flow of oil] when a depth of 
eleven hundred or twelve nundred feet 
ig reached. They expect speedily to 
reach this depth, as the machinery 
which they are now using is especially 
designed for drilling to great depths 
through such formations as are now be- 
ing encountered. The well is being 
drilled at the rate of about one hundred 
feet per day, and it is expected that it 
will be completed next week to the 
main oil-bearing formatloz. 

This company has shown a spirit 
determination to complete an ofl well ir 
Jefferson county to such a depth as i 
necessary to secure crude petroleum ir 
paying quantities. Many itocal peopl: 
are deeply interested in the company 
its board of directors being composec 
of some of our best business men, to- 
gether with a number of well-known 
business men of Savannah and Augusta.

of overcapitalization or “‘watered” stock 
does. not apply to the Central Railroad. 

The property cost more than its capi- 
talization, and is worth more, and we 
stand ready to assist the legislature or 
the governor in every way to test the 
correctness of this statement. 

Comparing the capitalization and fixed 
charges in 1905 with i886—a period of 
twenty years—the capitalization per mile 
has decreased from $29,770 to $29,769. 

The fixed charges per mile have de- 
creased from $1,376 to $962, and the to- 
tal interest on capitalization, including al! 
bonds and common stock, has decreased 
in twenty years from $1,796 per mile to 
$1,477 per mile. 

If the property is worth more than it 
cost, and more than it is capitalized for 
—when these facts are ascertained—what 
rate of income is the state willing to say 
we are entitled to earn upon it for its 
owners ? 

Pay Rolls. 

The total pay rolis of the company for 
the twelve months ended Jine 30 last 
(June estimated) amount to $5,269,972, 
against the same period in 1906 of $4,- 
330,693, an increase of $930,279, or 21.7 
per cent. 

Earnings and Expenses. 

In round figures, .the gross earnings for 
the twelve months ended June 30, 1907, 
were $750,000 more than for the twelve 
months ended June 30, 1906. while the 
net was $750,000 less thdn the previous 
year, showing an increase in cost of oper- 
ations during the last-fiscal year of $!,- 
500,000. 

Taxes. 

In 1898 the gross taxes paid by the 
Central upon its system (I have not the 
figures for Georgia separate) amounted 
to $176,000, while in 1907 the taxes paid 
amount to $388,000, or more than double. 
In 1880 the general property of the atate 
was returned for taxation at $238,000.- 
000 and railroad property was returned 
at $12,000,000; for 1906 the general prop- 
erty was returned at $836,000.000 and the 
railroad property at $90,000,000. Thus 
the general property in twenty-six years 
increased in value two and one-fourth 
times, while the railroad property in- 
creased seven and one-fourth times, and 
the assessments for !907 are $53,000,000 
more than for 1906, an increase of about 
58 per cent. 

Gross Earnings Per Mile. 

The gross earnings in 1866 were $6,958 
per mile, while the gross earnings per 
mile in 1906 were $6,068 per mile. 

While we have no means of determin- 
ing the fact, there can be but little ques- 
tion that to earn the same amount per 
mile in 1906 that we earned in 1866 we 
carried fully three to four times the vol- 
ume bof tonnage. 

During this period there has been a 
large increase in the company’s facill- 
ties of every character for handling bust- 
ness, but the results show that the smal]! 
volume of business in 1866- yielded more 
revenue jper mile than the vastly  in- 
creased Dusiness of 1906. 

Increased Cost Without Increase in 
Rates. 

The question of pay rolls has already 
been alluded to. 

The increase in the cost of supplies of 
every character has been almost or quite 
as great as the increase in pay rolls, 
while there has been no rate increase to 
correspond with the increased cost of 
their labor and meterial of every kind 
required in the operation of a railroad. 
On the contrary, the tendency has been 
to lower rates, and it is requiring halt

at our very doors, persisted in its niggardly policy of supplying the 
water department with a bare maintenance fund with no thought 
for the necessities of the morrow. 

This policy of apathy cannot be excused on the ground that 
it was impossible to foretell the city’s needs. The record is there, 
plain and unmistakable. The proportionate increase in consump- 
tion from year to year has been growing greater and greater, exclu- 
sive of the added demand arising from the extension of mains to 
newly populated sections. <A tyro in logic could have reasoned at 
a glance what provision would have to be made to meet the 
increased demand for near succeeding years. A simple sum in the 
rule of three would have told the story of the years to come. 

It is impossible, of course, to go back and undo the errors of 
the past, but the lesson of experience will prove valuable in bringing 
early application of the neccessary remedies to present deficiencies 
and shortcomings. Council has awakened to a realization of the 
necessities of the case, and it remains but to do the important work 


and do it quickly. 

The present problem is a simple one. The chief elements of 
its solution are the immediate laying of the new 36-inch main from 
the river to the reservoir, and the completion with the least possible 
delay of the new reservoir which has been left in half-finished state. 
Thus the city may be insured against future danger, and in due 
time should come the installation of the new river pump and such 
extension of the city mains to outlying districts as the growth of 
the city demands. 

The Constitution yesterday called attention to the great import- 
ance of completing the new reservoir as a matter of expediency, as 
well as insuring the city against danger from serious accident. At 
the meeting of the investigating committee, President Frank Rice, 
of the water board, announced there was little doubt that the county 
commissioners would finish the new reservoir at once, if a request 
is made by council and the water board. Then, let the request be 
made at once! There is no more pressing work in which the 
county or the city forces could be engaged. They should be put 
at it now and kept at it until the work is done. 

The water investigation is now practically closed. There is 
no reason for further bickering or endeavor to shift responsibility 
back and forth. Atlanta is growing rapidly and will continue to 
grow as long as her municipal institutions keep pace with the 
increased demand that is being made upon them. 

The thing to do now is to build up the waterworks system com- 
mensurate with the present and future needs of the people. Let 
council, the water board and the people get together in harmony 
of purpose to that important end.

NECESSITY FOR RIGID DAIRY INSPECTION. 


Every now and then, in fact with sufficient frequency to justify the 
charge of official carelessness, it develops that an epidemic, or a consider- 
able number of cases, of typhoid, may be traced directly to some dairy which 
has been supplying milk to the public. 

Just pow the report comes from Birmingham that twenty-four out of 
thirty cases in the infected district in that city were caused by impure 
m‘ik from a single dairy. A year ago Atlanta had a similar experience, and 
it was recently established beyond question that Savannah’s epidemic of the 
same disease came from a similar source—one infected dairy. 

in the light of these facts it is the imperative duty of every city to 
make persistent, diligent and rigid inspection of each and every dairy sup- 
plying the public with its products. 

in these particular cases it may be asked why was not the infection dis- 
covered and the source of if. suppressed before it gained a foothold, spread- 
ing its disease and death? Is it impossible to make such discovery in time 
to prevent the spread of the disease? If so, it is at least possible to ascer- 
tain whether the product of a particular dairy is meeting the standard re- 
quirements as prescribed by competent physicians and bacteriologists, and 
set forth in city ordinance 

Particularly in the summer time, when the weather is most favorable 
to the cultivation of disease germs, there should be not only frequent and 
periodic inspection of dairies, the cattle, their food and surroundings, but 
there should be a daily bacteriological and chemical] examination of the milk. 
This may seem a stringent and, to some, an unnecessary precaution, but the 
prevention of an epidemic of typhoid, or even one or two cases, will well 
pay for the work and expense involved. Through such precaution there is 
every reason to believe the spread of the disease could have been prevented 
in the cases we have cited. 

When it is found that a dairy is furnishing impure or dirty milk, milk 
that contains an excess of bacteria, milk which in any respect fails to com- 
ply with the terms of the carefully framed ordinance specifications, or even 
milk about which there is a suspicion of taint, such dairy’s product should 
be then and there peremptorily removed from public consumption, until it 
ean reestablish a clean bill of health. There should be no porizing, no 
leniency, no time allowed in which to make a showing; product should 
be immediately withdrawn from the market until it can-be shown there is 
no further suspicion of contamination. This is a city’s clear duty in pro- 
tecting and preserving the health of its people, and any departure from a 
rigid compliance with the law can only be considered a breach of public 
trust. 

In the absence of disease or epidemic, we are too much inclined to cul- 
tivate that sense of security which tends to apathy and neglect. It is just 
this condition that precedes the appearance of destructive and fatal epidemic, 
and then it is too late to bring preventive measures into play. 

There is but one sure and safe method, which we have herein suggested 
and that is continued and persistent watchfulmess and suppression upon the 
first indication of doubt or suspicion as to the quality of the article involved. 
The danger is ever present, and only by daily diligence .can it be averted. 
Let the health authorities keep busy.

The young men urge in extenuation 
of their embarrassed condition that 
the pay of officers has not been in- 
creased since 1870, whereas the cost 
of the necessities of life has in- 
creased tremendously since that time 
and that this increased cost of living 
has been recognized by an advance 
in salaries and wages in almost every 
other trade and profession. 

Genera] Frederick Funston noted in 
his annual report that a bricklayer in 
San Francisco received higher pay 
than a lieutenant in the regular army. 
We might add the information that 
expert bricklayers working at the 
Jamestown exposition have been re- 
ceiving as high as $8 a day. In both 
cases these fancy figures .were dic- 
tated by the necessities of a great 
emergency, when work was plentiful 
and laborers were scarce. 

A correspondent of the Army and 
Navy Journal] notes a comparison that 
is permanent and rather reflects upon 


defenders, He notes the following 
cuymparison in the pay of members of 
the New York police force and that 
of officers in the army:

The pay of naval officers corre- 
sponds to that of army officers in 
equal stations. It is noted that a ser- 
gaant of police in New York receives 
& salary equal to that of a captain in 
the army, and that a police captain’s 
pay is greater than a regular army 
major’s, 

Captain Johnson Haygood, of the 
artillery corps, U. S. A., recently made 
the startling assertion that 75 per 
cent of young army officers are liv- 
ing beyond their means. He asserts 
that at the more expensive army 
posts, like West Point, for instance, 
not a single married lieutenant lives 
on his pay. He said he knew of indi- 
vidual instances in which junior offi- 
cers were as much as $1,000 in ar- 
rears at the end of the year. Where 
the men have outside sources of in- 
come to supplement their regular pay, 
they can probably get along and keep 
their heads above water, but the 
young men who are forced to keep up 
a certain fixed standard of living at 
expensive army posts, can hardly es- 
cape the embarrassment and mortifi- 
cation which debt entails. 

This same awkward condition of af- 
fairs prevails in the navy. The gov- 
ernment supplies rations to the en- 
listed men, but the officers must main- 
tain their own mess, furnish their 
own clothes and linen and personally 
defray the expenses of any entertain- 
ments given on board their vessels. 
From the testimony of young officers, 
it appears that this is not an insignifi- 
cant item by any means. This govern- 
ment has no official entertainment 
fund. as have some others, and when 
American naval officers are enter- 
tained in a foreign port by a foreign 
admiral the courtesies extended by 
them in return to the officers of the 
fcreign fleet and their friends must 
be defrayed by our men personally. 

This is an obligation from which 
there is no escape. If American of- 
ficers accepted the hospitality of for- 
eigners and made no return, they 
wculd be put down as boors who were 
strangers to polite usages. If they de- 
clined, their action would be resented. 
In either event, the service would be 
brought into disrepute. : 

A knowledge of this condition of 
affairs must halt harsh criticism and 
provoke, rather, a discussion as to 
hcew to relieve American naval offi- 
cers from this constant embarrass- 
ment. 

The pay for the army and navy has 
not been increased in thirty-seven 
years. Salaries in every other field 
of activity have ‘been increased many 
times during that period. Either 
congress should consider advancing 
the pay of the officers in both 
branches of the service, or it should, 
at least, include in the naval appro- 
priation bill an adequate fund to cover 
entertainments of an official charac- 
ter. 

Members of congress a few months 
ago advanced their own salaries 560 
per cent. They were actuated by the 
increased cost of living and must 
realize that this additiona] burden has 
fallen upon all alike. 

Our army and naval officers should 
be granted a salary at least com- 
mensurate with the ordinary demands 
made upon them.

The water board and the special com- 
mittee will meet again Wednesday after- 

noon at 3 o'clock for the purpose of 
once more considering the bids for a new 
pump for Hemphill station. 

Since the trip to Brooklyn to inspect a 
centrifugal pump has been abandoned, 
there is nothing for the board and com- 
mittee to qo but to make a report to 
the city council unless it is decided to 
again postpone action until George F. 
Hurt is heard from in regard to the cen- 
trifugal pump which he proposes to sell 
to the city or more information is asked 
of the Holly people, who put in the bid 
for the vertical pump. 

Alderman Peters will renew his motion 
to recommend the Holly = vertical 
pump, which was indorsed by the hy- 
draulic expert, Dabney H. Maury. 

Mr. Peters stated yesterday that he 
would insist upon the purchase of the 
Holly pump, because he did not think 
Atlanta was in a position just now to 
experiment with the waterworks sys- 
tem. 

‘We employed an expert,’’ said Alder- 
man Peters, ‘‘and I vmderstood that we 
were to abide by his recommendation. 
We knew nothing of the relative merits 
of any of the pumps, and we agreed to 
secure the opinion and advice of an ex- 
pert. This was also agreed to by Mr. 
Hurt. Twice did that expert come to 
Atlanta, ang both times he reported that 
a centrifugal pump would be an experi- 
ment and hazardous to the city. It is 
upon this report that I will act. I do 
mot think that the costs of the pumps 
should enter very much into our decision. 
While the centrifugal pump costs less in 
first price, yet its running expenses will 
continue to be greater than that of the 
Holly pump. Besides, the Holly people 
have taken off $2,500 ‘from the first bid, 
and that amount capitalized for thirty 
years would make the pump cost really 
less in the end than the centrifugal 
pump. 

An Experiment nnd Hazardous. 

*But. as I said. this small difference 
in price should not enter into our de- 
cision. The centrifugal pump would 
be an experiment and hazardous to 
the city, even if it cost many thou- 
sunds of dollars less than the Holly 
pump. I mean by this that if we put 
in a centrifugal pump and it proved 
unsatisfactory, Mr. Hurt might con- 
tend that it was doing the work all 
right, and an issue would be raised. 
There would be more experts and more 
investigations. In the meantime time 
would be going by and if in the end 
we had to remove the centrifugal 
pump, we would then have to order 
another pump and at least two and a 
half years would be wasted, while the 
city would be depending on one pump. 
Should it break we might he without 
water for weeks, if not months We 
are getting ready wih a new reservoir, 
néew basins and a new main from the 
river, and with all these improvements 
we cannot afford to take any risks 
with a new kind of pump which has 
not been sufficiently tested and which 
has never even been made of the size 
we require I think we have given 
Mr. Hurt ample time and opportunity 
to demonstrate what his pump might 
do, and it is now time for us to act 
for the best interests of the city. We 
simply cannot take any risk and Il 
shall never vote to do it.” 

Should Committee Act? 

Alderman Peters said his attention 
had been called to the resolution under 
which the special committee was ap- 
pointed by council to act with the 
water board. It states that the com- 
mittee shall act with the board in the 
expenditure of the money from the 
water bonds. No mention is made 
about the purchase of any pump, and 
the pump is not to be bought out of 
the bond issue. He says it might seem 
from this that the special committee 
was acting by courtesy of the water 
board.

The article is one of broad scope, and 
touches with clear interest upon =—"* 
phase of her subject. It makes inter- 
esting reading alike for the librarian sm 
terested in its technical detail and for 
the casual friend of the library move- 
ment in the south. : 

“ro write a comprehensive history of 
the public library movement in the 
United States,’ says Miss Wallace, “the 
logical procedure would be to comple 
the-history of gees in each 
section up to this p riod, the history of 
the libraries of the New England and 
middle states, which for many years past 
and years to come, have been and will 
continue to be the center of library ac- 
tivity, would be the history of the move- 
ment in the United States. - But for the 
last five years the per cent of increase 
of new Hbraries has been greatest in 
the middle west and in the south. Both 
of these sections have equal problems 
and many similar ones. Vastness of ter- 
ritory, absence of many large cities, to- 
gether with a large rural population are 
facts common to both. I shall watch 
eagerly for the history of the west. It 
is of the work in the south that this 
paper deals. . 

“The. section of the United States here 
cowered extends from Virginia to Texas, 
and from Kentucky to Florida—a terri- 
tory larger in area than that of the New 
England and middle Atlantic states put 
together, and no one state that is not 
an empire in extent. In proportion to 
area the population is smaller and more 
widely distributed. The absence of large 
cities which act as centers of culture 
and means of expediting transportation 
makes all work of propaganda slower 
and more expensive.”’ 

Among the retarding influences upon 
library progression in the south she men- 
tions the large per cent of illiterate 
whites, and the heavy negro population 
which are an extra tax, climatic condl- 
tions, and the loss,of material prosper- 
ity during the war. 

“In addition to these retarding influ- 
ences the south has always preserved an 
English conservatism in politics, in busi- 
ness, in religion, and in social customs, 
and an aversion to paternalism in state 
and federal control which does, we mst 
admit, in .its centralizing of power ad- 
vance the educational, as well as the 
material advantages, of a state or a 
corporation. A thorough study of these 
historical and sociological conditions re- 


veals a deeper insight than the super- 
ficial observer gathers from what he re- 
gards as an alarming apathy in the de- 


On, 
the contrary this conservatism has re- 
suited in a homogeneity of race and in- 
terests that makes for a public senti- 
ment that supports liberally any institv- 
tion for culture and learning, when once 
established. This is best evidenced in 
the history of the first free public li- 
brary supported by the people of a 
southern city, in the fact that the 10 
per cent basis is ignored, and the city 
appropriation has been more than trebleg 
in five years. 

“The pioneer work was in creating a 
public sentiment that would demand and 
support a free public library. The 
amount of missionary work that had to 
be done before one library could be es- 
tablished seems incredible, now that the 
movement is well started.

Trade Domination Predicted for 
China and Japan, 


General Booth, Head of Salva- 
tion Army, Asserts That Yellow 
Races WhHl Dominate 
the World Com- 
mercially. 


Special Cable. 

London, July 20.—‘‘There are feAtures 
about the Chinese- and the Japanese 
that are bound to make them the con- 
querprs of the world, but they will do 
it_ by peaceful methods.”’ 

‘So declares General Booth, head — of 
the Saivation-Army, who has just re- 
—. from the Orient. 

e had many interesting things to say 
of the social and political transforma- 
tion that is taking place in Japan. Of 
her ambition to become a big and pow- 
erful nation, her endeavors to assimilate 
the best elements of success in western 
countries, her high ideals of education, 
the faculty of all classes for attention 
to detafl and their ability to improve 
upon the methods of other nations, he 
spoke with enthusiasm. Summing up 
his impressions on these points, he said: 
A Great Change. 

“All this, of course, clearly implies 
that the western world must look to 
Japan as a new and powerful competi- 
tor in trade and commerce. She is no 
longer trammelled by the old ideas as to 
the degrading character of trade. I is 
only a question of time when her in- 
dustries will be tutored with the most 
expert direction and packed with the 
finest machinery, taken from all the na- 
tions of. the world, and I do not see 
What can prevent her producing’ the 
finest articles at the cheapest possible 
price.”’ 

One point which made a supreme im- 
pression on the general had a signifi- 
eant bearing on one of the problems at 
present facing this country. In the val- 
ley between Tokio and Osaka there was 
not a square yard of land on either 
Side of the railway, or on the long

Some of her noblest 
warriors on the field died of broken 
heart because of the lives lost, the suf- 
fering caused by the war with Rus- 
Sia.”’

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GIANT THRASHER SHARK 


Weighing 900 Pounds Is Landed 


After a Struggle. 
(From The New York Sun.) 


The seagoing town of Amagansett, L. 
I., came to the front with another deep 
sea fishing story yesterday which even 
outranks the story of how Captain Josh 
all cap- | 
landed a 71I-foot whale last Feb- 
ruary and gave a big bull a hot chase 
across 10 miles of ocean in March. This | 
time *it is the capture of a thrasher| 
shark. which has never been known to 
stray so far from tropical waters, and 
always gets a wide berth from fishermen 
who know him. 

Notwithstanding the statements of all 
the encyclopaedias that the thrasher 
shark doesn’t generally get to be 
than !I8 feet long. the Amagansett ex- 
pert on the measursements of sea mon- 
sters reports that this one measured 
2! feet, and weighed 900 pounds. He 
was bagged by Captain George Mulford 
and Captain J. I. Rose in an ordinary 
stuPeeon net. after a two hours’ fight, in 
which the shark's tail got in its work 
on the captain's power boat and almost 
swamped them 5 miles out at sea. Ama-} 
Zansett missed all the fun because Cap- 
tain Mulford and Captain Rose didn't 
expect to hook up with a thrasher when 
they went out to look at thelr nets 

Captain Mulford and Captain Rose, 
both veteran fishermen, are the owners | 
of a sturgeon net which is only 20 feet! 
wide, but stretches nearly 2 wmiles| 
through the ocean off Amagansett They | 
fish for sturgeon exclusively, and had 
their net dropped to a depth of about 
10 fathoms. The ends of the net were | 
fastened to buoys which would give the' 
signal when anything in the line of big: 
fish struck the net. The meshes a | 
over a foot wide, so small fish never 
bother it.

The thrasher shark, also called the 
whiptail, fox shark, sea ap ana swin- 
gletail, contains some oil, but shark 
fishermen never consider that there is 
enough to risk a battle with the 
thrasher. He follows gregarious™ishes 
in their migration and gets his food by 
rushing into their schools and killing 
and stunning them with his tail. 
There have been stories of whales 
killed by the thrasher and of vicious 
fights with swordfish in which the 
sharks came out winners.

Passenger Coaches Shattered. 
The wrecked locomotives this 
noon lay side by side, both headed 
eastward. Only a few of the freight 
Cars were smashed, and it was only a 
few hours’ work to remove all traces of 
them from the scene.+ But behind the 
two wrecked locomotives, six cars of the 
passenger train lay piled in a hopeless 
wreck. Four of the passenger coaches 
remained on the track undamaged and 
were used to convey the dead and injured 
to Ione; one coach was entirely undam- 
aged, with only its forward trucks off 
the rails. These were the rear five 
cars. The two coaches next ahead of 
these were telescoped. The next car 
forward stood almost its end after 
the weck, its forward end resting on 
the roadbed and the rear end high in 
the air, upon the two telescoped coaches 
that had been following it. Two coaches 
were thrown crosswise of the track 
and lay suspended from bank bank 
of the cut, five or six feet above the 
rails. Of enough 
remains to show where been 
tossed. Portions of the baggage car and 
of the locomotive tenders and freight 
cars were piled in a tangled mass of 
debris. 
How the Trains Crashed, 

James Boylés. a farmer, was working 
fn a field 400 feet away from the track 
when the two trains approached from 
opposite directions. The freight was 
moving slowly up the heavy grade and 
had just reached the curve when the 
passenger train appeared running at 
high speed. Boyles saw the passenger 
engineer shut off his steam and apply 
the brakes and of both 
engineg jump before the crash.

The crash of the colliding trains was 
heard for a great distance up and down 
the tracks. and many farmers work- 
ing nearby, realizing that a tragedy 
had occurred. hurried from _ their 
homes with bedding, cloth bandages 
and stimulants. They joined 
rescue work, while physicians hurried 
tc the scene from all the neighboring 
towns. Numbers of the uninjured wo- 
men passengers tore strips from their 
clothing to help bandage the wounds 
of the suffering until surgeons arrived. 

Passenger Describes Horror. 

Mrs. Minnte Dinamore, of. Ionia, a 
passenger on the wrecked train, de- 
scribing the horror said: 

“My husband and myself were in the 
sixth coach, right behind the first five 
the greatest loss of life 
curred. There was a terrible crash 
and the train came to a sudden stop, 
throwing us out of our seats. In- 
stantly our car was filled with terror- 
trying to fight their 
No one knew just what had 
happened, but every occupant of the 
car seemed to feel instinctively there 
had been a tragedy and seemed to be 
filled with fear. Their clothes were 
torn and they inaficted severe bruises 
on one another in their mad efforts to 
get to the ground. That was before 
they realized that our car was 
damaged and that they were not in 
danger themselves. When we got out 
of the coach we found the engine and 
the first five cars piled up beside the 
tracks, while shrieks of pain and cries 


for mercy filled the alir.’’ 
Girls Hurled Through Window. 
Two young grils who had been sitting 


beside open windows of the rear coacnes 
were hurled through them to the tracks 
when the trains met. One of the count- 
less pathetic sights about the cars full 
of injured men and women was Mrs. 
George Vanamburgh with uninjured 2- 
year-old babe asleep in her lap and the 
child’s 9-year-old sister close by suffer- 
ing from a broken jaw and bad wounds 
about the face. 

Three of the coaches were telescoped 
by the terrific impact of the heavy 
freight train, and the fourth and fifth 
coaches were smashed to match wood. 
Although there were probably 150 chil- 
dren among the excursionists, it is @ 
strange fact that few of them were in- 
jured. Nearly all of the dead and in- 
jyured are men. Passengers on the wreck- 
ed train say that the passenger train 
was running about 40 miles an hour when

ror Fear That They May Hear 
Sermon on Lynching, 
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HYHE WAR CLOUD IN THE FAR EAST.

_ Of the M. E. Church, South. 
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(Written for The Constitution.) 
HERE has been some talk re- 
cently about war between Japan 
and the United States. It is 
either the merest gossip or the. e¢x- 
pression of a jingo spirit upon the 
part of a few irresponsible persons. 
lf there be such a cloud on the Cali- 
fornia caast it hovers over San Fran- 
cisco and is no bigger than a work- 
ing man’s hand. If it is in Japan, it 
will be dissipated as quickly as the 
morning mist which hangs about the 
slopes of Fujiyama is scattered by the 

genial warmth of the rising sun. 

It is true that Count Okuma has 
been betrayed into making a vigorous 
and almost violent protest against the 
treatment of Japanese in the United 
States. It is also true that the Tokyo 
chamber of commerce has urged an 
immediate investigation and appealed 
to the foreign office in behalf of those 
who have been ill-treated in San 
Francisco and in Berkley. It is not 
at all to be wondered at after the 
schoo] incident, the restaurant affair, 
and the throwing of stones into the 
Japanese hothouse in Berkley. At the 
same time, there is a deep and abid- 
ing sense of respect for and friendli- 
ness toward the Americans upon the 
part of the Japanese people. 

The Japan Mail, in commenting upon 
editorials in the daily papers publish- 
ed in Tokio, gives the sanest and 
most satisfactory view of the situa- 
tion.. It proceeds to say that: 

“A great and  signally creditable 
feature of all Japans recent unhappy 
disputes with America has been the 
patience and moderation steadily dis- 
played by Japanese organs of public 
opinion, and it would be infinitely re- 
grettable, if, by now departing from 
that level-headed attitude, they effaced 
all the result of their previous s80- 
briety.”’ 

After commenting ®pon the attitude 
of The Hochi Shimbun, which is re- 
garded as the organ of the progress- 
ists in general and of Count Okuma in 
particular, it severely criticizes that 
party for its failure to draw a line of 
distinction between party politics and 
diplomatic problems. On the other 
hand, the progressists seem to have 
established quite a record for thrust- 
ing themselves into the realm of dip- 
lomacy where they are prone to do 
harm by ill-advised attempts to do 
good. The Japan Mail then proceeds 
as follows: 

“Above all, it is bad from the point 
of view of the present complication, 
for San Francisco is but a remote cor- 
ner of the huge American republic, 
and the doings of its populace can no 
more be taken as a true index of 
United States public opinion than the 
doings of a Tipperary mob can be 
counted as expressing English senti- 
ment. The government and the peo- 
ple of the United States are unques- 
tionably in sympathy with Japan, but 
Wastington has great difficulty 
contend with, and Japan on her side 
has to guard something much more 
valuable than any temporary diplo- 
matic triumph—she has to guard her 
friendship with the United States.” 

Not a Barometer. 


While The Hochi Shimbun alleges 
that Count Okuma’s views may be re- 
garded as a2 barometer of Japanese 
official opinion, it is doubted that the 
correspondent of that paper made any 
such assertion. It is denied that 
Count Okuma is such a_ barometer. 
On the contrary, he is spoken of as 
resembling Mr. Gladstone “in not al- 
lowing himself to be inconveniently 
restrained by considerations of respon- 
sibility for his utterances out of of- 
fice, and nobody well acquainted with 
Japanese affairs would endorse the 
estimate of him attributed to the 
American correspondent.” 

The Japanese in San Francisco have 
sent a deputy to Japan in the person 
of Mr. Yamada. He is represented as 
advocating three measures: “First, 
that Japan should definitely refuse to 
be a party to America’s proposal for 
the mutual restrictions of immigration. 
Secondly, that when the date for the 
revision of the present treaty comes 
Japan should insist upon the exclu- 
sion of the last clause of article 2 of 
the present treaty, namely, the clause 
exempting from the operation of the 
treaty all regulations with regard to 
trade, the immigration of laborers, 
ete. Thirdly, that a committee of in- 
quiry should be appointed and sent 
to California.” 

Viscount Hayashi. minister for for- 
eign affairs, is said to have replied in 
the first place that the Japanese gov- 
ernment had no tntention of consent- 
ine to any trenty for restricttne tm- 
migration; in the second place, while 
the amendment would be desirable, 
the Washington government would be 
expected to oppose it strenuously; and 
in the third place, he agreed to the 
necessity of sending a committee of 
investigation.

The Desire of Japan for Peace. 


The older statesmee of Japan are men 
of moderation and of peace. They value 
the friendship of the United States and, 
at the same time, realize that it would 
be the height of folly to engage in a 
conflict with any nation at this time, 
and especially with the vigorous young 
republic across-the Pacific. The Jap- 
anese have had enough of war for a 
while, at least. It was only a month 
ago that The Hague Day meetings were 
held in every great city of the empire. 
In Oseka, which is the commercial cen- 
ter of Japan, having a population of 
a mfflioh souls, a great meeting was 
beld in the public hall on the !8th of 
May. Following the opening song by 
a group of girls, the editor of one of 
the leading daflies introduced Mayor 
Yamashita, who, in turn, welcomed Mr. 
Joseph G. Alexander, of Tunbridge 
Wells, England, as an acknowledged 
leader in the cause of international law 
and arbitration. The mayor said: 

“The Hague conference is the world’s

It is a great pleasure to act 
as one of the promoters of this meeting, 
which will help to establish the world's 
peace, and to show that, although Japan 
has been victorious in two wars, she 
has not become a military nation, but 
is keen for peace ayd industrial pur- 
suits.”’

an opportunity for cultivating the love 
of peace and the desire to see it main- 
tained throughout the world. He was 
followed by another speaker upon the 
subject of “International Morality and 
Peace,’”’ who urged the importance of 
a high standard of morality as a neces- 
|Sary foundation for international peace. 
|This speaker thought The Hague con- 
ference should take steps to encourage 
educators to inoculate the principles of 
the golden rule, as applied to interna- 
tional life, in the instruction of the 
children of all lands. 

A significant utterance came from Dr. 
Tanimoto, of the Kyoto Imperial Univer- 
sity, who discussed “The Relation of 
Commerce to Peace.” He contended that 
negotiation is the first essential of com- 
merce, a kind of negotiation which 
makes war  tmpossible. Commercial 
morality is so closely related to the 
progress of the people that this last 
speaker thought The Hague conference 
ought to place great emphasis upon it. 
“Let us,’ said he, ‘‘from every point 
of view, study how to do away with the 
root causes of war. The god of Japan 
is not one of battle, but of peace and 
promise.’” At the close of’ the meeting 
the following resolution was unanimous- 
ly adopted: 

“Recognizing that in the international 
conference at The Hague Hes any of 
the hopes of the world’s peace; there- 
fore, be it 
“Resolved, That we respectfully appeal 
to the delegates to the coming Hague 
conference to exhaust every means for 
hastening the reign of international 
canference, peace, safety and justice.”’ 

At a meeting of the same sort held 
In the city of Kobe, there were present 
the representative citizens of the city, 
as follows: The governor, mayor, chief 
judge of the local court, the United 
States consul, one member of parlia- 
ment, four barristers, six leading edu- 
cators, three editors, one Shinto priest, 
,; two physicians and the heads of five 
‘banks and business companies. These 
|}detaiis are given simply to show that 
sober-minded men and those upon 
whose shoulders rest the responsibili- 
ties of guiding the political interests of 
this country and maintaining her com- 
mercial relations are committed to a 
policy of peace and good will.

The purser 
of a trans-Pacific liner just from that 
port gives the scale of wages as $3 a 
day tor a wagon driver, $5 for a car- 
penter, $6 for a shingler, $7 for a brick- 
layer, $7 for a plumber, $7.50 for a 
lather, and these men work Dut eight 
hours. Verily, the American working 
man has the best pay of any laborer or 
wage-earner inah tha wpald. He is eom- 
mitting suicide by insisting upon high- 
er wages, and the great city which sits 
like a queen upon her throne in the 
neighborhood of the Golden Gate, and 
one which could easily dominate the 
commerce of the high seas, is doomed 
to disappointment and failure if she 
pursues her present policy. The same 
purser, in discussing the situation, de- 
clared that there was a steady falling 
off in passenger traffic from the direct 
line in favor of other ports, such as 
Tacoma, Seattle, Vancouver, and even 
Viadivostok, now that London is brought 
within seventeen days of Tokio by the 
Siberian railway. 

There lie upon the stocks in the har- 
bor of Nagasaki the skeletons of two 
great steamers, thé one of 12,000 tons 
burden, and the other of 15,000, which, 
when launched and fitted out with every 
modern equipment, are intended to ply 
between Japanese and American ports in 
competition with lines already 
lished. It is not sufficient to argue that 
Japanese lines are suwsidized by the 
government and will eventually go to 
the wall. Both sailors and officers are 
| possessed of an esprit de corp which 
iis being cultivated in the merchant ma- 
rine as it has been fostered in the 
army and navy. They are willing to 
work for a lower wage for a time, at 
least, until Japan’s place among the 
commercial forces of the world has been 
established. With her insular position, 
the necessity upon her of taking care 
of a dense population, and the pride 
which she feels in taking front rank 
among the nations that stand for prog- 
ress, there is little doubt but that the 
nation will maintain itself. 

Japan’s Finances. 

In the meantime there has been con- 
siderable disturbance in financial cen- 
ters. During the past few months 
there have been a number of bank 
failures and not a few business men 
have gone to the wall. This, how- 
ever, has been due to speculation and 
wild investments following the war 
with Russia. Real estate has been 
boomed, heavy investments made in 
IKkorea, and the Manchurian territory 
exploited, to such an extent as to se- 
riously involve those who have traded 
or fictitious values. <A period of dull- 
ness and depression in economic cir- 
cles seems imminent. There is a def- 
icit of 100,000,000 yen in the imperial 
fexchequer, which, it is hoped, will be 
offset during the coming year by the 
reimbursement upon the part of Rus- 
sia of what was expended in behalf 
of Russian prisoners during their stay 
in Japan. Optimists look to the excess 
of exports, which has occurred during 
the last year for the first time in sev- 
eral years, as an indication of pros- 
perity. They point, at the same time, 
to the fact that the government and 
the Bank of Japan has about 500,000,- 
000 yen in reserve in London; that 
her exports for the year !907 up to 
June 10 amounted to 169,000,000 yen, 
or an increase of 15,000,000 yen; 
while her imports, amounting to 233,- 
000,000 yen, also indicated an increase 
of 56,C00,000 yen over the same period 
in 1906. 

It is interesting to note that the in- 
‘crease in the amount of copper ex- 
ported was 6,000,000 ven, and of cam- 
phor over 1,000,000 yen, this last ar- 
ticle coming almost entirely from the 
island of Formosa. An immense 
amount of cotton yarn, waste yarn 
and cotton fabrics are no wgoing to 
China and Korea from the factories 
of Japan. Among her exports also 
we find large quantities of coal, dried 
‘eas ose gs: raw silk, fish oil, cotton- 
knitted undershirts and half a million 
| ven worth of silk handkerchiefs. 

The significant fact about her im- 
ports is that they consist’ mostly of 
raw material, to be worked up in the 
ciues of Osaka and elsewhere. The 
two important items are her iron, to 
the amount of 5,000,000 ven (Japan is 
deficient in tron. which works against 
‘her as a manufacturing country), and 
raw cotton, for which she pays over 
16,000,000 ven. There were in addi- 
tion locomotives purchased _ to the 
value of 1,500,000 yen. 

The conclusion is inevitably reached, 
that aside from all considerations of 
peace from ean efthiccrl 9 etandnoint 
Japan is in ne condition financially 
to go to war until she has lightened 
the burden of taxation, replenished

Indeed, many believe that 
the Mozabites are of Jewish origin. They 
are the descendants of the old Cartha- 
ginians, who were driven down into the 
desert and settled there. Carthage was 
founded by Jews, and it was ruled by 
Queen Dido the Jewess. At any rate, 


the Mozabites are superior to the Jews 
in theire trading ability, and they have 


monopolized certain kinds of trade in 
the desert, 

They have seven cities, far down be- 
low Algiers in the middle of the Sahara, 
at just where the caravan tracks cross. 
They. are engaged in commerce there, 
and also in Algiers, in .Tunis and in 
nearly every trading center 
Africa. These men stay away from 
home only for two years at a time. 
Their laws require that they come back 
ever so often, and their wives can 
claim a divorce if they remain longer. 
If a man absents himself more than two 
years, his wife has not only the right 
to marry again, but she can take pos- 
Session of all the property belonging 
'to the tamily and Keep it. 

I am told that the Mozabite women 
are true to their husbands. They wear 
black while their husbands are absent, 
and make great feasts when they come 
home. Among the viands served on 
such occasions are barbecued camels 
and sheep. At the same time dinner 
is given to the poor, and this, strange 
to say, takes place at the cemetery. 
Here the wife plays the Lady Bountiful, 
sitting on the tomb of her parents,

We have already called attention in 
this column to the comparison between 
Georgia and Iowa, as tending to show 
their disproportion in illiteracy and in 
material development. Georgia, which is 
larger, has about 3,000 more square 
miles, but this is offset by about 150,000 
greater population. Yet Iowa, which is 
Sixty years younger than Georgia, had 
in 1900 only about one-fifteenth as much 
illiteracy among her people |0 years old 
and over; Georgia had 11.9 per cent 
illiteracy among her native white popu- 
lation; Iowa had but 1.2 per cent. Iowa 
was sending her children to school, and 
so had reduced the illiteracy of her 
children of 10 to !I4 to 0.38 per cent, 
but we of Georgia had a 22.7 per cent 
flliteracy among our children of this 
age. Even among. our native white 
population, as we see, we were ten 
times as illiterate as Iowa, while the 
ehildren, negro and white, from 10 to 
i4—the very school age—were growing 
Up almost in the proportion of 75 il- 
literates to | of Iowa. 

No wonder the younger state, which 
from its very beginning urged the educa- 
tion of all its, people, has far out- 
‘stripped us in wealth and productive 
‘power. The United States official esti- 
imate for 1904 showed the estimated 
}value of all the property in Georgia at

Plaster of Paria. 
(From Chamber's Journal.) 
For experimental purpoges and where 


weight are required plaster of paris has 
many good advantages as a materia] for 
pattern making. It is light, it can 
given a smooth surface, it is easily given 
any required shape and it can be added 
to indefinitely. While it is brittle, this 
is more than offset by the saving in 
first cost and the quickness with which 
the pattern may be prepared. Plaster 
of paris sets in from three to six min- 
utes, but if for any reason it is desired 
to keep the masg \pastic for a longer 
period one drop of glue to a 5-gailon 
mixture will keep it soft for a couple of 
hours. Plaster of peris mixed with cold 
water has an expansion of about one- 
sixteenth of am inch to the foot when 
hardening. Should this be undesirable 
mix with warm or lime water and there 


is no expansion.
